IAN Collins began his passion for Dorset 
through artist John Craxton's love of the 
county. 

His friendship with Craxton has led to the 
opening, by David Attenborough no less, of 
the biggest exhibition of the late artist's 
works at the Dorset County Museum. 

For most, Craxton will not be a familiar name 
- but the great and good in the art world will 
know of him. His work features both Dorset 
and Crete where he spent some of his happi¬ 
est years. He was dubbed a neo romantic, a 
label he hated and was a life-long friend of 
Lucian Freud, also meeting and being in¬ 
spired by Picasso. 

Ian Collins, a former regional journalist, had 
known Craxton for a decade and is his art ex¬ 
ecutor. He has completed one book on Crax¬ 
ton, with another likely to follow. 



• HOW did your love of Dorset start? 

Through John who, by all accounts, was a tear¬ 
away in his school years, and continued in much 
the same vein when he was sent to Dorset to live. 
He's unusual in many ways but claims to have 
had only three official records of himself-a birth 
certificate, a passport and a death certificate. 

He lodged with an artist uncle and aunt in an an¬ 
cient cottage in the Cranborne Chase, close to 
the Pitt Rivers collection which he was given free 
access to. I met him through Prunella Clough. He 
seemed to know everyone and was a great friend 
of Lucien Freud. 

At our first meeting, in about 2000, at a wake, we 
got talking, went to the pub and had supper. I 
asked him that evening if I could write his biog¬ 
raphy but he said no, as he had done to other 
similar requests... but I started writing it, secretly. 


court, councils, inquests and the rest of it and for 
quite a time worked in press gallery at the House 
of Commons. I stuck it out for 34 years but was 
also writing books on the side and arranging ex¬ 
hibitions. 


• HOW long has this Dorchester exhibition 
been in the making? 

It's the biggest ever retrospective of his work and 
features around 120 pictures and objects. It's the 
biggest collection of his work to be seen in one 
place since an exhibition in London in 1967 
when a critic in The Times described him as an 
artist who struggled against happiness. 

I came down to Dorset after he died in 2009 and,

• WHAT was it he, and you liked about 
Dorset? 

It seemed to appeal to his nomadic personality, 
but also a love of wild, unspoilt places. Dorset 
suited him because of its relative remoteness - 
much as Greece did later in life, but also because 
it was better for his health. As a young man he 
was said to have pleurisy but it was probably TB. 



• HOW long have you been interested in art? 

Almost as long as I can remember; I studied eco¬ 
nomics at Manchester University but spent all of 
my time looking at paintings. When I finished I 
joined the Eastern Daily Press as a journalist but 
carried on spending too much time looking at art 
and studying artists. I did all the routine things - 
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in a way, I've been putting the exhibition to¬ 
gether ever since. In a way he's taken over my life. 
There's something about crossing the border 
into Dorset. As soon as I get here I know I'm 
somewhere different and ancient, which is very 
much reflected in the work that John did here. 
His Dorset works are often dark but there's a 
great colour burst in the work from Greece. 


• ARE there other exhibitions planned? 

I'm working on one in Cyprus which will then go 
on tour throughout Greece and there's a show in 
Athens planned next month. Much of this exhi¬ 
bition will go to Salisbury after the Dorchester 
event finishes in September.

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Council hands out £20,000 in grants 

FUNDS SPLIT BETWEEN 22 LOCAL ORGANISATIONS WHICH REQUESTED A TOTAL OF £43,000 


LYME Regis Town Council has handed out more 
than £20,000 to 22 local organisations through its 
annual minor grants scheme, with the Citizens’ Ad¬ 
vice Bureau receiving the largest grant of £3,000. 

The bureau was one of six organisations deemed 
by the council to be in “critical need” and therefore 
received the full amount requested to provide an 
outreach service in Lyme Regis. 

Other groups in “critical need” and receiving the 
full amount requested were Axe Valley and West 
Dorset Ring & Ride receiving £2,000 for commu¬ 
nity transport; First Dorset Credit Union - £200 for 
advertising and marketing; Victim Support - £250 
to recruit volunteers in Lyme Regis, assist with ex¬ 
penses and provide support and supervision; Lyme 
Regis Development Trust - £875 to provide a de¬ 
fibrillator at the Cobb; and Life Education Wessex 
- £150 to support a visit to St Michael’s Primary 
School. 

Other non-critical organisations receiving 100 per 
cent of the total they requested were: 

The Hub Toddlers - £1,100 to expand arts and 
crafts recourses and toys/equipment; the Over 70s 
Christmas Lunch Committee - £300 towards this 
year’s event; and Lyme Regis Brownies - £254.94 
to purchase a flag, pole and parachute.

Mr Forshaw said: "To get on 
the high wall he would have 
had to walk past signs warning 
him against doing so in poor 
weather. It's a foolhardy thing 
to do, really. 

"It's not encourageable. In 
fact, I actively discourage peo¬ 
ple from doing this. People are 
responsible for their own 
safety, but it is not just them¬ 
selves they should think about 
because if they fall in they put 
other lives at risk as the lifeboat 
then has to go in." 

Mr Forshaw added that the 
high winds were not likely to 
drop before Friday.

Cricket Club (£2,655.49) - £1,257.37 for computer 
equipment, a water remover and netting for mobile 
cricket cages; Lyme Regis Development Trust - 
Digital Lyme (£3,000) - £1,420.50 to provide a 
community wi-fi network; Get Together Club 
(£1,086) - £514.22 for day trips. 

The council agreed to offer £500 to the Lyme 
Regis and St George’s Twinning Association - just 
16.7 per cent of the £3,000 requested towards the 
cost of erecting a statue of former mayor of the 
town, Admiral Sir George Somers, who went on to 
colonise Bermuda; a project they have recently res¬ 
urrected. 

Two organisations received no funding - the King 
George V Playing Field in Uplyme requested 
£3,000 to resurface the tennis courts but councillors 
felt this did not directly benefit Lyme Regis and 
they should apply for funding from Uplyme Parish 
Council; and the Town Mill Trust requested £3,000 
for a community garden sculpture but councillors 
felt the application did not include enough detail. 

In total, organisations requested more than 
£43,000 - more than double the council’s budget. 
After all grants were agreed, the council had £5.92 
remaining from its £20,919.15 budget. 


Outrage over obscene 
graffiti in wet concrete 

OBSCENE graffiti written into wet concrete on a wall 
in Lyme Regis has caused outrage on social net¬ 
working website Facebook. 

Photos of the graffiti, which covered a large por¬ 
tion of the freshly-plastered wall in the Jordan area 
along the River Lim, were posted on Facebook on 
Saturday and soon sparked debate.The photos can¬ 
not be reproduced in this newspaper due to their 
offensive content. 

Residents described the act as "disgusting" and 
showing "a sad lack of respect", with many also sym¬ 
pathising with the owners who will have to bear the 
cost. 

The debate also led to complaints about a lack of 
police presence in the town. 

PCSO Luke White said that the incident had not 
been formally reported to the police, but said if any¬ 
one wanted to report any damage or had any infor¬ 
mation relating to it, they should call police on 101.

YME Regis’s smallest and newest 
bar, The Brewery Tap at the Town 
Mill, has been named one of the 
top five pubs in Lyme and East Devon 
area by Britain’s best beer judges - even 
though many residents don’t yet know 
that the pint-sized bar exists. 

The Lyme Regis Brewery Tap has been voted 
one of the area’s most popular pubs, with locals 
and visitors flocking to the little local for a pint of 
the town’s best. 

The Campaign for Real Ale (CAMRA) voted 
The Tap in the top five local pubs in its recent poll. 

The cosy bar - maybe the smallest in the West 
Country - has won five-star status for the quality 
of its award-winning beer range, brewed on-site 
and served straight from the barrels. 

“It’s great news to be voted one of the best bars 
in the area,” said Tap manager Pat Hicks. 

“It’s a tremendous accolade coming on top of all 
the beer awards we have won.” 

Mr Hicks said much of the success was due to 
visitors enjoying the novelty and the freshness of 
a tasty pint enjoyed in the Town Mill’s ancient 
courtyard. 

“You can’t get a pint fresher than ours and many 
customers have never before had a pint tapped 
straight from the barrels of a brewery. Visitors love 
it,” he said. 

“People are coming to The Tap from all over the 
world. The Town Mill is an enchanting site and

Public consultation 

LYME Regis residents are invited to a public consulta¬ 
tion to help chose a new design for the town's play 
park. 

Lyme Regis Town Council is holding a consultation 
event on the future of the Anning Road play park on 
Thursday, April 9th from 2pm to 8pm at the Jubilee 
Pavilion on Marine Parade. 

The council has committed £100,000 to redevelop 
the park and a further £20,000 to improve the BMX 
track. 

Play park design and construction experts were in¬ 
vited to put forward original designs for the park, with 
17 plans submitted by companies from all over the 
country. A working group of town councillors whit¬ 
tled them down to the best seven designs, which will 
go on public display to allow residents to choose their 
preferred scheme. 

Town council operations manager Elliott Herbert 
said: "We were overwhelmed by the number of de¬ 
signs submitted. Clearly they are specialists in this 
field and all the companies are more than capable of 
supplying a fantastic park for our town. 

"It's going to be a real focal point for families in the 
town and we are keen for them to have the opportu¬ 
nity to see the final seven designs chosen by council¬ 
lors. 

"We were really impressed by the standard of the

submissions, with some interesting pieces of play 
equipment, several themed parks, and plenty of in¬ 
clusive equipment for children of all ages and physical 
abilities. 

"We hope to see as many residents as possible, es¬ 
pecially families, at the Jubilee Pavilion to chose their 
favourite design. We're holding it during the Easter 
holidays to allow children to hopefully come along 
with their parents or carers and really get involved in 
the process. 

"This is an opportunity for the town to have its say 
and help ensure we get the right parkfor our children 
and future generations." 

Councillors and council officers will be at the con¬ 
sultation event to answer questions and talk through 
the designs, and the working group will meet again 
after the event to receive residents'feedback before 
the full council formally appoints the chosen designer. 

The redevelopment of the play park and BMX track 
is one of two major projects the town council is fund¬ 
ing from its 2015/16 budget, the other being the re¬ 
placement of the seafront railings. 

The BMX track is not included in the play park de¬ 
signs and will be subject to a separate design process 
to bring the facility up to the Royal Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Accidents standards.

“SO you’ve abandoned us for 
your posh papers in London” 
was how I was greeted at an 
event I attended in Lyme last 
week. 

Well, not really but I am spending 
much of my time out of town for the 
forseeable future. 

Although I am still responsible for 
managing the View From series, I 
cover very few events in Lyme and 
my contribution to the editorial 
columns of this newspaper is con¬ 
fined to this column. 

Having spent a chunk of my long 
career in London, my new role edit¬ 
ing local newspapers in the bor¬ 
oughs of Kensington and Chelsea, 


IN my comments in this column 
last week about the Monmouth 
Beach and whether Lyme Regis Town 
Council wanted to move the Bowling 
Club to the Strawberry Field, I made 
reference to a report by the town clerk 
and the estimation that it would cost 
£1.5million to provide a new club for 
the bowlers. 

This was incorrect (see correction on 
page 3). The £1.5million John Wright 
referred to was the amount of capital 
which the council could expect to re¬ 
ceive if they sold chalets on the site of 


Westminster and Hammersmith 
and Fulham provides a challenge I 
relish. It will probably be my last 
hurrah before retirement. 

Of course, we are never short of a 
good story as such in London and, 
with Geoff Baker on the payroll, 
we have had some crackers in re¬ 
cent weeks. “Met needs more Mus¬ 
lim mums with guns” is not the sort 


the bowling club. 

I am sure the town clerk has enough 
on his plate at the moment without me 
muddying the waters but it was an 
easy mistake to make. However, I am 
sorry if it caused the town clerk dis¬ 
tress. 

We were not the only ones to misin¬ 
terpret the reference to £1.5million. I 
spoke to two councillors about the fig¬ 
ure and they both thought it referred 
to the cost of resiting the bowling club. 

It's a rather academic mistake, in fact, 
because should the council decide in

As someone who has always been 
fascinated by local government - 
some would say, with some justifi¬ 
cation, obsessed - it is interesting 
to be so close to the workings of 
local government in the capital and 
to see at first hand the challenges of 
running the London boroughs. 


future to develop the bowling club site 
- and here we should make it clear they 
have a lease that runs to 2019 and the 
council has categorically said this is not 
their intention -1 believe it would cost 
well over a million pounds to provide 
alternative facilities up of a similar stan¬ 
dard at the Strawberry Field. 

I make that judgement having re¬ 
called that when I was chairman of the 
football club and we were trying to 
move to the Strawberry Field the proj¬ 
ect was costed at £1.2 million - and that 
was ten years ago. 


Take the Royal Borough of Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea as an example. 
South Ken is one of the most afflu¬ 
ent areas in the country with its 
proliferation of mansions and 
Russian emigres; North Ken has 
some of London’s most deprived 
areas. 

The council is as blue as they 
come, as you can imagine, with 
some very political big hitters 
among their ranks, but the ruling 
Tories are challenged by a lively 
Labour opposition and don’t get it 
all their own way. All this makes 
good copy, of course. 

One thing that has struck me 
these past few months whilst 
launching four new titles in Lon¬ 
don is to what lengths local au¬ 
thorities go to make city life as 
interesting and stimulating as pos¬ 
sible for their multi-national com¬ 
munities. They really do go that 
extra mile. 

Not that all the residents are 
happy with the services they re¬ 
ceive, as you would expect. 

Geoff Baker and I recently at¬ 
tended a swanky event in the 
Mayor’s Parlour in Kensington 
Town Hall. Very plush. The 
mayor’s limousine was parked 
outside and just as we were enter¬ 
ing the building we witnessed a 
very dissatisfied customer who 
ran out of the offices and on his 


way ripped the official Kensington 
Crest of the top of the mayoral ve¬ 
hicle with two burley security 
guards in hot pursuit. No one else 
seemed to take too much notice as 
though it was an every day occur¬ 
rence. 

Geoff looked at me and muttered: 
“Good story!” 

Things, of course, are very differ¬ 
ent in this part of the world. The 
politics of local government is not 
so intent and whilst our councils 
at all levels strive to provide essen¬ 
tial services and life-enhancing 
initiatives, the demand is nowhere 
near so great. And living in such a 
beautiful part of the world has 
many compensations. 

Having been born and raised in 
Lyme, I must admit I did not really 
appreciate how lucky we are to 
live in Lyme until I moved to Lon¬ 
don in my early 30s. 

Now longer in the tooth, the 
change of pace worries me less, al¬ 
though there are times when I’m 
catching the 6.30am out of Axmin- 
ster, I ask myself: “Why am I 
doing this?” And when my wife 
picks me up late at night I always 
ask her to drive through Lyme - 
“to see who’s about”. 

So to answer that question about 
me abandoning my hometown. 
Never. Lyme will always be spe¬ 
cial to me. 


A million reasons not to move bowling club 



Teaching people to be tech-savvy 


FOR almost six months, LymeNet has been work¬ 
ing with people in Lyme Regis and Charmouth 
libraries to help them use their bits of "tech". 

Through 180 sessions we have helped with 
phones, tablets, iPads, laptops, e-readers, and cam¬ 
eras. We have helped install programmes, under¬ 
stand instruction booklets, get hands-on and 
manage files. Often this help has been with equip¬ 
ment bought for parents and grandparents who 
were too embarrassed to ask how to use it. We 
know that quite a few people who have never used 
such equipment before now have more confidence 
to try. 

This work was funded by Dorset Community 
Foundation to help people connect and get started 
with IT. This has been a great success where we have 
helped more than the targets we initially agreed, 
and people have been so pleased with the assis¬ 
tance that many have then moved on to our other 
basic courses. 

Whilst the funding has now run out we will at¬ 
tempt to get some more in due course. However, 
we hope that in the meantime we can still assist 
people here at LymeNet with basic and brief 
queries and demonstrations (for a small donation). 
We also provide courses for those who need rather 
more structured or lengthy assistance, including 



those for absolute beginners). Many courses are 
free, but we can also offer one-to-one tuition at an 
hourly rate if you need something bespoke. 

We currently have a group, of mostly older people, 
who have become so keen to learn more and so fa¬ 
miliar with each other and our tutors, that they are 
continuing to come along every Monday morning 
and are intending to attend all of our beginners' 
courses even though they only get the first one free. 

Peter Jeffs, CEO of Lyme Regis Development Trust, 
which incorporates LymeNet said: "Even though 
technology has become so universal in many peo¬ 
ple's lives, this library project goes to show that Ly- 
meNet's original role is still just as relevant today as 
it was when we were set up 16 years ago. 

"Life without using IT is becoming increasingly dif¬ 
ficult, and with the government's'digital by default' 
approach many services will only be offered on-line 
in future. We hope people will continue to ap¬ 
proach us for help." 


Public First bringing petition to Lyme 


THE Public First campaign group will be collect¬ 
ing signatures in Lyme Regis for their petition 
to put an end to West Dorset District Council's 
existing Cabinet system on Saturday, April 4th. 

The group, which argues that a committee 
system would be more democratic, will be out¬ 
side the Three Cups in Broad Street from 9.30am 
to 12.30pm. 

If five per cent of West Dorset residents on the 
electoral roll sign, this will trigger a referendum 
on whether the district council should change 
away from the current six-person Cabinet sys¬ 


tem to a committee system, where all elected 
councillors can play a role in policy-making. 

The group claims to already have more than 
2,000 signatures, including 400 from its last out¬ 
ing in Dorchester a week ago. 

Secretary John Grantham said: "We will wel¬ 
come discussing the petition's proposal and 
hope for more real support from the people of 
Lyme Regis as we campaign, on non-party-po¬ 
litical basis, for an improvement to the struc¬ 
tural system for our democracy."

Spare Time To Check All Your Tyres 
This Easter, Advises Tyresafe 


MOTORISTS are reducing their 
chances of arriving safely and 
on time this Easter if they don't 
check all their vehicle's tyres be¬ 
fore heading out on to the UK's 
roads at one of the busiest 
times of year, warns TyreSafe. 

The not-for-profit organisa¬ 
tion, dedicated to raising 
awareness about the impor¬ 
tance of correct tyre mainte¬ 
nance and the dangers of 
defective and worn tyres, is also 
reminding vehicle owners that 
those checks should include 
their spare wheel.That essential 
inspection should ensure all 
tyres are at the recommended 
pressure for the load the vehi¬ 
cle will carry - and that will typ¬ 
ically be different for a car when 
carrying a full load than it 
would when carrying just two 
occupants. Looking for bulges 
or damage and making sure the 
tread depth is at least above 
the legal limit of 1.6mm are also 
crucial. 

When it comes to the spare 
wheel specifically - first of all 
check to see if your car has one. 
A recent survey of new cars by 
Honest John* revealed only 8% 
of new cars are sold with a full- 
size spare wheel, with 'space- 
savers', repair kits and run-flat 
tyres being the most common 
alternatives. However, many 
owners are unaware their car is 
equipped with one of these op¬ 
tions, and will be unsure of 
what to do should they suffer a 
puncture or blowout. 

The absence of a spare wheel 
has led to a dramatic rise in call¬ 
outs to the breakdown recov¬ 


ery services, who are likely to 
be extremely busy over the 
Easter holiday. The RAC has re¬ 
ported the number of callouts 
annually to assist drivers with a 
puncture but no spare wheel 
rose from 29,000 in 2010 to 
118,000 in 2014 and that num¬ 
ber is forecast to rise again this 
year to 144,000. Meanwhile, 
tyre-related incidents over the 
Easter holiday period last year 
resulted in 7,500 callouts for the 
AA (17 to 22 April), and were 
the second most common rea¬ 
son Green Flag provided road¬ 
side assistance (almost a 
shocking five times more than 
the next most common fault, 
clutch prob¬ 
lems). 

With numbers 
of tyre-related 
callouts on the 
increase, in addi¬ 
tion to the usual 
demands on 
breakdown re¬ 
covery services, 
drivers who fail 
to check their 
tyres before set¬ 
ting off for the 
Easter holiday 
risk finding 
themselves 
stranded by the 
roadside or in¬ 
volved in easily 
preventable 
tyre-related inci¬ 
dent. 

"As families 
across the coun¬ 
try hit the roads 
over the Easter 


period, it's perhaps no surprise 
that the number of breakdowns 
soar,"comments Stuart Jackson, 
chairman ofTyreSafe."However, 
many of these incidents are 
avoidable if people take the 
time to check their tyres and 
ensure everything is in working 
order. These checks are quick 
and simple to conduct, but es¬ 
sential as they could be the dif¬ 
ference between a pleasurable 
Easter break and one spent by 
the roadside or worse." 

Spare wheel 

Do you have a spare wheel? If 
not, do you know how you will 
deal with a puncture or 


blowout? Unless you plan on 
using the breakdown services, 
take the time to read your man¬ 
ual to learn how to properly use 
tyre sealants, compressor/infla¬ 
tion kits, or run flat tyres. If in 
any doubt, contact a reputable 
tyre retailer for clarification. 

If you do have a full-sized 
spare or a space saver tyre, you 
should check it's properly in¬ 
flated; its tread depth is above 
the legal limit; and it's in good 
working condition (remember 
speed restrictions will apply to 
space savers). Don't forget to be 
sure you have a functioning 
jack and tyre brace.
